and expensive staff in tbe Lands De- 
part mont if these valuable coruors are 
allowed thus to slip through tbo not ? 
The truth of tdo matter is that tbo real 
valuo oi settlers has to a g.oat extent 
yet, to be learned. The plain truth is 
the Colony ca"riot afford to maintain 
such an establishment unless by groater 
efficiency it uoeoinpli»he8 more real, 
r ractieal good. It is all very well to say 
that the duties of the Dnpartment ore 
confined between the effleo walls and 
limited to office boars. No suoli thing. 
Thoy end when the settlor is placed 
upon his homestead, and not till then, 
it is the duty of the Department to find 
a homestead for every man who desires 
one ; and if it fails in this it hud better 
be remodelled or else abolished al- 
together. Wo wish to bo underftood, 
rtioso remai ks uro directed against u 
system. If it makos no adequate pro- 
vision for hunting up new comers and 
HBBistiug thum to homesteads it is uol 
adapted to the circumstances and wauts of 
ibe Colony. Enough of just the sort 
of people wo want nave been permuted 
to come ami go without any real, prao. 
tical effort beiog put forth to retain 
them. Is t hai the way to sotllo up the 
ouuntry ? There must bo an e- d to 
this huiuidal foUy. There must bo 
earnest, practical « ffort. JSot to put too 
lino a poiut on it, there must bo somc- 
thiug to show in tbe form of tangible re- 
enlls for the expense of maintaining the 
establishment. Tuo people want raults 
— their money's worth of it as out) rea- 
sonably bo expected. Hitherto the 
lijures have nearly all been ou ouo side 
of l ho ledger — all expenditure aud no 
receipts. Our land system aud the 
manner of eonduoti. g the utl'airs of tin 
Department must bo bolter adapted to 
lie wants and circumstances of tbe 
counuy.
